Please be in prayer for pastor Augustine in Democratic Republic 
of Congo. He is currently meeting with government officials in 
DRC to receive final recognition of the CGBCI in his country. This 
is critical for the church planting ministry. We currently have a 
provisional recognition which allows our churches to meet. But in 
order to legally plant other churches we need to have this final 
recognition. (we currently have two Grace Brethren churches in 
DRC and five bible studies) Pray that the Lord will move in the 
heart of the officials to grant this recognition this week. 


Please also be in prayer for pastor Sabato (Mwanza GBC in 
Tanzania) and his family. His older sister died this week 
unexpectedly. She attended the building dedication and her 
brother's ordination while Daniel and | were there. Pray for peace 
and comfort for the family and for the salvation of many who will 
attend the funeral.
